KEROSENE TRADE. 


Prices were 40 centa per case or, 
roughly, 16 per cent. higher at the end’ 
of the ‘year than in January, 1918, Tho 
demand throughout was good, and it is 
anfe to say that a larger trade could bava 
been done if freight difficulties bud nob 
interfered. Fortunately, howevor, thoro 
waa never actually any famine in Petro- 
leum products, execpt, for a short time, 
in Benzine. 

Pirne and fighting interfered to an 
appreciable extent with trade in adjacent 
markets. Hainan, the Luichow Penin- 
awa, and Yeungkong suffered much from 
the latter, while beth organised pirney 
and apornadic attacks occurred atong the 
Enat River and tle country north of tho 
New Territory. The offect of the general. 
ly unsettled state of the country haa not, 
however, made itaclf fely as much ae 
might have been expected, ag the tonnage 
posidien’ prevented im in the way of 
development in any case.

he French, in General Loukoff’s opin. 

With 
their thorough technien! equipment we 
always found them exceedingly diffieult 
to dislodge from a position they had 
captured, Their muneuvyring is splendid, 
and they have raised the use of artillery 
to the highest degree of art.” 

Sitting by the roadside, waiting for a 
puncture to be mended, I had a meeting 
with another Bulgarian soldier, as humble 
as General Loukoff is exalted.

Government should take no part in the 
Peace Conference before Home Rule is 
settled, and which implies that this is a 
question which somebody or other outside 
the United Kingdom has a right to say 
one single word about.

Mr. Adamson snid that if it did happen 
that Labour in this country came into 
power there would be a very determined 
effort made in order to settle this century- 
old controversy between the two sections 
of the Irish people. (Hear, bear.) 


Mr. Boland (N., Kerry, 8.) said that a 
good deal of objection had been taken to 
the opening words of the resolution, parti- 
cularly by the Government speakers. Ho 
therefore proposed, with the consent of 
the movers, to amend the opening of the 
resolution, so that it should read, ‘ That 
in the opinion of this House, in view of 
the coming Peace Conference. it is cssen- 
tial that the Irish question should be 
settled without further delay, in accord- 
unce with the principles laid down by 
Prosident Wilson," ete. * 

The amendment to the resolution was 
acon pted. 

Mr. Dillon said the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer seemed to have forgotten all 
the blood that had been shed by Irishmen 
in this war. No section of the House had 
suffered 10 much in supporting the Allies 
as the’ Nationalist party. The failure of 
recruiting in Ireland had’ been due to the’ 
bureaucratic action of the War Office, 
which had attempted Prussian methods on 
nw people who would not tolerate Prussian 
methods, (Nationalist cheers.) What had 
become of the Germnn plot story 1—one of 
the basest and most unscrupulone political 
tricks thnt he ever remembored. 
{Nationa ite cheers.) There was a greater 

reland, of which the Government would 
have to take cognisance—the Ircland this 
country had left at home; the Ireland in 
the Dominions; and the Irish in the 
United States.
